Favors Petition 
To Help Refugees 

Engineering Society 

Stands Alone 

In Refusing to Sign 

Toronto, November 4.— (C.U.P.)— 
The opinion of students at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto regarding the 
petition being circulated in Canada 
to assist the inunigration of refu- 
gees from Europe, is "generally 
favorable," slates Tho -Varsity, in 
an exclusive despatch to The Dally. 

One element of opposition to the 
proposal has resulted in the refusal 
of the Engineering Society to sign 
the petition. So far this is the only 
refusal reported. A public meeting 
was held at the University last 
night to promote interest in the 
movement^ with Mr. Evan Gray, 
K.C., and Dr. C. £. Silcox address- 
ing the audience. 

The petition is being circulated 
under the auspices of the Canadian 
National Committee of Refugees, 
and takes the form of a request to 
the Dominion Government to re- 
consider the immigration laws in 
order to allow entrance into Can- 
ada of refugees who are still in

It is an unjust accusation to call Canada a "C country," de- 
clared Brig. J. C. :Meakins, deputy director of medical servicei 
in the Canadian Army, who gave up his deanslup of tho faculty 
of medicine at, McGill University to take over the assignment. 

Speaking of his observations to dato !n the army> Brigadier 
SIcakins stated that "tho anatomical physical standards required 
of the Canadian Army were the highest in the world and that such 

'^mcn were not obtainable in larger 
numbers is a problem to bo faced 
by fathers, mothers, primary school 
teachers, high school teachers and 
universities. It is a matter of edu- 
cation in biological perfection with- 
out cant and prudish repressions. 

Grading Described 
The former dean of the medical 
faculty at McGill, tells in the cur- 
rent Issue of the Canadian Medical 
Journal Just what has been done 
in the army to utilize Canada's 
manpower despite the number of 
anatomical defects which have been 
uncovered in its citizenry. He de- 
scribes the "Pulhems" system o£ 
medical grading; 

Brigadier Mcakins pointed out 
that "there are 250 or more odd 
Jobs, any one of which may require 
peculiar physical, mental and emo- 
tional abilities or disabilities, ac- 
cording to their specific characters. 
It is' thereforo obvious that the 
functional assets of every soldier 
and his deficiencies should be 
known before he can be allocated 
to the Job he can do best." 

Many Perfect 
The ex-dean stated that "the tra- 
ditional Al category citizen was an 
Adonis of almost mythological per- 
fection and it is an admirable 
compliment to the manhood of 
Canada," he added, "that thero' 
were so many available In its hour 
of need." 

Speaking about different disabili- 
ties. Brigadier Meaklns declared, 
that "impairment of vision unfor- 
tunately stands as a prominent 
functional deficiency in the people 
of Canada. It is, however, no 
greater with Canadians than with 
our Allies and enemies." The pres- 
ence of vision impairment, how- 
ever, "does not prevent most sol- 
diers who arc sufficiently motivat- 
ed from doing a first-class Job even 
with glasses to correct their visual 
impairment." 

Brigadier Mcakins explains how 
men falling short of anatomical 
perfection arc ablo to serve their 
country in the armed forces with 
Continued on Page Four 



During my lecture In Archae- 
ology,' yesterday, I was lulled 
Into sleep by some • magical 
force. In my dreams I saw Mc- 
Gill in the year 1089, when it 
had became an Utopian school. 

Each morning when the stu- 
dent gels up (about 10 minutes 
before classes), he swallows his 
vitamin pills, zips on his one 
piece suit and borrows the keys 
to the family hclllcopter from 
his dad. Following the signals 
of the traffic cop, he gets to 
school with time to spare and. 
belands his plane on the Arts 
Building roof. He then takes 
the escalator down- stairs, slop- 
ping at the fountain for a glass 
of gingerale. (Beer flows from 
the faucets only in the En- 
gineering Building.) Then ho 
rushes Into his class-room with 
seconds to spare. 

Each seat is built in booths, 
with padded back and added to 
which there is a footrest. The 
seat is marked with a gold 
place card. Each male has a 
beautiful blondo as a steno- 
grapher to take down notes, 
while the females' have a scribe 
fashioned on the lines of Tyrono 
Power. Each bench is seclud- 
ed and no intruders may enter. 
The professors speak into 
microphones in their offices 
and their words ara carried by 
radio with which each desk is 
equipped. If a student shotild 
be engaged in talk (that's put- 
ting it mildly!) with his steno- 
grapher, there is a dictaphone, 
to pick up tho professor's mess- 
age. Then too, if the student 
has ïome other station tuned in, 
listening to the equivalent of 
Frank Sinatra, the Dean's office 
has the type-written copy of the 
notes which may be called for 
at any time. 

Each class room booth is sub- 
divided into four sections, (the 
Arts Biulding now is 25 miles 
long while the whole campus 
stretches over an area of 150 
square miles).

Council Reiterates Faith 
In Policy Of Sheaf 

Saskatoon, Sask., November 4.— 
(C.U.P.)— The Engineering Society 
of the University of Saskatchewan, 
represented by Ron Gibson, presi- 
dent, presented- to the Stiidents' 
Representative Council at their 
meeting this week a formal com- 
plaint against the views and policy 
ot The Sheaf as expressed in tha 
editorial columns, with especial 
reference to the article: "We Are,

The representations made by Mr. 
Gibson were refuted by Norman 
Michle, Sheaf editor, with' the re- 
sult that the council passed a mo- 
tion ignoring the engineers' repre- 
sentations and expressing contin- 
ued contInu(!d confidence in Th4 
Sheaf and its policies.

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High-Pressure 

Yesterday, a pamphlet entitled "Jews 
in Europe," the text of a radio broadcast 
by Prof. Wateon Thomson, was distributed 
on the campus. Besides being inspirational 
and moving, the article was an excellent 
piece of English literature, and every mem- 
ber of the student body would do well to 
read it. 

This may appear to be a contradiction 
of the policy on refugees expressed by The 
Daily in yesterday's editorial, but it is not. 
Our sole aim is that the student be well 
informed on all matters and be allowed to 
make his own decision on the basis of the 
impartial news, the editorial opinion and 
the contributed articles appearing in our 
columns. 

In the past it has been tlic custom that 
all pamphlets to be distributed were placed 
on the same table as The Daily, where the 
students could pick them up, or not, as 
they pleased. Yesterday some misguided 
indi\'idual8 in Engineering took it upon 
themselves to place the pamphlet between 
the pages of The Daily to ensure tliat 
every student got one whether he wanted 
it or not. This type of high-pressure sales- 
manship is not appreciated at MoGili, and 
the Managing Board and the staff of The 
Daily woul4 appreciate it if in future The 
Daily were Bot tampered with before it 
was received by its subscribers. 

The action, besides being unauthorized, 

jeopardiied the effect of the pamphlet, 

which was of a calibre that made rabid 

propagandizing totally unneccissary.

The Students' Voice 

The Letter Forum in the "Daily" exists 
for the use of anyone on the campus (oc- 
casionally .of someone not djreotly con- 
nected with the campus) who feels the urge 
to address the student body at large. 

In th past it has been used to advantage 
and sopetimes abused to the disadvantagei 
mainly of the "Daily" itself, but also of 
the whole campus, since the "Daily" is 
the generally accepted reflection of student 
opinion. 

This misuse of, the column has been 
possible because the Managing Board is 
obliged to print every missive received 
which has been signed with the true name 
of the writer, ai^d which is not actually 
libellous, obscene, or contrary to Defence 
of Canada régulations. Many a practical 
joker has ti^ken advantage of the situation 
to contribute letters wllich vèrge on Hbel 
or obscenity without giving definite 
grounds for refusal. Others send in all too 
many chjldish, and undignified letters 
which lower the general tone of the column 
without doing anyone any good. 

This state of affairs will continue un- 
l^iij^jjieistudents tlicni selves realize that 
■ inanity, vulgarity, and suggcstivcness have 
no place in the Forum and that when they 
arc continually present, they cannot help 
but evoke a reaction from outsiders which 
is detrimental to our established position 
in the eyes of the student body, 



The Daily Meets: 

Bruno Walter

"Words are the voice ot the heart," said 
ConXucius. And so it was that when we 
were ushcfcd into the presence of Dr. Wal- 
ter to oUer our congratulations on the 
memorable concert ot the previous evening, 
he responded with a flow ot warm and' 
friendly conversation. 

"Is It not mysterious," said tho maestro, 
"to witness the transformation of the black 
and white notes of the score into a thing of 
moving, stirring emotion?" It was fascinat- 
ing and intellectually reassuring to hear so 
human a confession from a man so long- 
lived, so steeped In music. With the sin- 
cerity of boyish idealism, he spoke of the 
"vibrations en sympathie" which can unite 
and unify an entire auditorium. "The in- 
strument," he said, "Is not the musical in- 
strument—the instrument is the human 
heart." 

To Dr. Walter, music seems the most 
expressive ot ail media. The theatre, to be 
sure, can have a tremendously Impressive 
effect on an audience; but music, unlike 
drama, cannot be read, unless by an expert 
—it must be heard. "The emotion"— the 
maestro's kindly face glowed with the 
words— "is beyond mere notes." 

The conversation turned to the music of 
Bach and its continuing popularity in theso 
reactionary times. "L'appréciation toujours 
s'augmente," said Dr. Walter; understand- 
ing Increases with the years, and for the 
enthusiast there is alwdys something new 
to be found even In the most familiar. 
"Head the poems you once loved— poems 
unrcad^ince your childhood— and see how 
much more they mean now. Nous croissons 
avec tout ca," he afifrmed— "we grow with 
the maturity of such things." 

The topic changed with a question of the 
maestro's estimation of Tchalkowsky. Care- 
fully and thoughtfully, he defined the Rus- 
sian master's style as rich in "l'invention 
mélodique," but lacking the "force for- 
mante" of complete greatness. 'Tchalkow- 
sky," said Dr. Walter, "has considerable In- 
spiration, but always seems a sort of Im- 
provisation." 

Student music projects being a feature 
of the day. Dr. Walter offered a striking 
comment: "It Is wrong,' "he said, "to con- 
sider that great' masters such as Bach and 
Beethoven should be reserved for more 
mature understandings; these subUmo and 
eternal things, de jeunesse immortelle, must 
provide an initial basis and give direction 



to further study. The world is richer than 
wo think— 11 nous faut montrer la zichesse 
a la jeunesse." 

What about post-war Europe— would 
Vienna ever again l>e the cultural and ar- 
tistic mccca of former days? With remin-' 
iseencc and conviction, the maestro fore-

cast the rescparation of Austria from Ger- 
many before that regeneration can occur. 
"Germany has always had two unfortunate 
loves," he said; "one for Austria, the other 
for Italy. To the Germans, these countries 
represent the South, with all the lightness 
and gaiety which contrasts so sharply with 
the heavy seriousness of their own life." In 
the pause that followed, one could almost 
detect a sigh. 

Then we left; and as we walked away, 
we began to feel the timeless truth of Dr. 
Walter's unassuming phrase, "Our lives 
are enriched by the genius of great men." 
"Les hommes supérieurs" was the term he 
used; and a moment later he added, "Pas 
les supérieures races." It had been an 
historic privilege to converse ^vlth a musi- 
cian of such unique stature; and the words 
which came to mind in the summing-up of 
an impression were those of Goethe: 
"Words are good, but they are not the best, 
Tho best is not to be explained by words; 
the great matter Is the spirit in which we 
act" So let it be with Caesar. 



Political Comment 



THIS HEFUGEE QUESTION 
!rhe Political Comment oolumn.'.'j'tsterday 
carried an article, entitled "Petition", which 
urged McGill students to sign the pctiUon of 
the Canadian Nallonal Committee onjlefugees. 
Numerous objections were taicen, by^me Mc- 
Gill students, to this arllde, with considerable 
justification. 

1. The Political Comment column, as insti- 
tuted by last year's Editor-in-Chief, was de- 
signed to present imparilally the widely differ- 
ing views, among McGUl students, on political 
topics. I do not recall any previous article In 
the Political Comment column being set In 
doublc-columii 10-point lUlic type, wiUj a 
striking border qnd a heading in 36-polnt capi- 
tals. Writers of all subsequent articles, would 
be quite justified in dén^anding equal promin> 
ence for their discussions, which might cause 
some confusion. Some explanation of the gross 
over-pIaylng of Mr. Massey's article is in order. 

2. McGill students are, of course, perfectly 
free to sign anything they care to sign— pro- 
vided they are acting as individuals. On the 
other hand, if the petition is to show repre- 
sentative opinion from the McGill student body, 
the whole question, I feel, should be handled 
by the Students* Executive Council, which 1» 
elected for such purposes, rather than by a few 
self-appointed propagandists. 

3. Now for the petition Itself. Very few, 
if any, of McGiU's students would refuse to 
sign the petition. If the issue were only one of 
humanitarianlsm. They have Uie utmost sym- 
paUiy for tho persecuted peoples of occupied 
Europe, and would go to great lengths to help 
them. But we cannot blind ourselves to the 
economic, social and political consequences of 
unqualified assistance; these questions should 
be much more thoroughly discussed, by compe- 
tent authorllles. 

4. The last point to be raised Is with the 
Committee ItscU. \Vho are the men that make 
It up? What do they do? Are they the Com- 
mittee, or merely a figurehead? Are they 
genuine humanitarians, or have they a more 
subtle interest in this whole question? These 
are . perplexing points, and require some clari- 
fication. 

The Daily editorial, "Refugee Appeal", pre- 
sented some sobering points to be considered, 
especially In conjunction with MrV Massey's 
extremes. It seems that more facts and more 
diseussiôns »e heeded to clear the air. As the 
editorial said, "We recommend that tho whole 
student body study the matter carefully before 
they put their names to the document".

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Serkin 

r". Rudolph Serkin Is undoubtedly the most 
impressive figure in the pianistic world to- 
day. Though individual opinions about 
Monday night's concert were quite varied, 
everyone will acknowledge that once again 
Serkin proved that he- belongs among the 
very giants of interpretive genius, despite 
the fact, that In this concert ho may not 
have demonstrated the ultimate of his 
capabilities. Those who have heard him 
play the Emperor Concerto will agree that 
his Immense breadth and sweep were 
brought to a greater fulfillment in that 
work than in Monday night's program. As 
a matter of fact, perhaps the greatest ob- 
jection to the concert wag the program, 
which was rather disappointingly popular. 
People who come to hear Serkin are in- 
terested In hearing work fresher and more 
ambiUous than the Moonlight Sonata, the 
Rondo Cappridoso, and the A Flat Polo- 
naise. • 

However, finding fault with Serkin is a 
very thankless Job. For one thing, Uie 
versatility which he displays is amazing. 
Beginning his concert with Mozart's de- 
lightful G Major Variations, he played with 
perfect Mozarllan restraint, which to some 
seemed mechanical and to some too heavy 
for the period style, but which I for one 
found entirely satisfying, especially in the 
lifting unity with which the last three

Editor McGill DaUy, 
Dear Sir, 

Within the past few days I have 
been approached by several univer- 
sity students with a request to sign 
a petition attempting to have the 
Canadian Government open Canada 
to an unlimited number of refugees 
—regardless of race, creed or finan- 
cial conditions. This petition which 
appeared so efficiently on the heels 
of a story appearing in the Daily a 
few days ago suggests that some 
organized attempt is under way to 
obtain student support of this 
movement. 

That this petition presents an em- 
barrassment to the student who re- 
fuses to sign It is fairly obvious. 
The appeal of course is made on the 
grounds of a broad humanltarlan- 
ism— an old and subtle appeal hard 
to resist unless one wishes to be 
labelled anti.ChrIstian,Tiinti-demo- 
cratic, antI-hiiinBnitarl8n,^'and con- 
versely Pro-Fascist, Pro-Nazi and 
so forth. 

To other students who no doubt 
will be asked to sign these petitions, 
I would suggest that they give It 
the most logical and cold consider- 
ation— as obviously those who are 
organlzlnl this affair are doing. 

Let it be considered that the 
problems ot immigration are now 
under consideration by the post- 
war reconstruction committees, 
soonsored by our own government, 
and that these men, who arc in 
charge, arc quite competent to con- 
sider when the time is ripe for mass 
immigration to Canada, without tho 
assistance of a group of amateur 
humanitarians— at least that's the 
name they use. i 

Let these humanitarians think of 
the half million Canadian boys who 
have sacrificed— jobs, homes and 
families— crossed 2000 miles of 
water— and now face suffering and 
maybe Death to., free the millions 
of Europe's suffering, as well as 
protect their own home. Tliese 
boys, most of them God willing, 
will return to Canada, and Canada 
must be ready to provide for them 
THAT IS CANADA'S CHIEF 
PROBLEM— to give them jobs and 
prosperity so that they may live 
decently and their children may 
have the full benefits of éducation 
and a high standard ot life. By fill 
in g the counUy with foreigners 
while theso boys are away, we are 
not contributing to that most im< 
portant post-war necessity.- When 
this problem has been settled It Is 
time enough for the consideration 
of foreigners and their problems. 

Every thinking person realizes 
that a balanced immigration pro- 
gram is essential to tho Dominion's 
progress. However, consideration of 
this program must be placed SEC 
OND to the more pertinent prob. 
lems of the present, and the even 
more pertinent problems of the 
reconstruction period in Canada.

. . Muddy Field Interferes 
With Play; Macrae 
Scores Touchdown 

Coach Doug Kerr's Panthers swam through a sea of mud yes- 
terday afternoon to sink Johnny Bennett's Tigers by the score 
of 6 to 0. Playing through a steady downpour which at no time 
showed even a sign of slacltcning, both teams found themselves 
slipping and sliding helplessly along the soggy field. Absent was 
most of the razzle-dazzle play which is a legendary part of the 
play of McGill football teams. Instead, the' game developed into 
one o( those push-plungc-push af- 
fairs which leaves little chance for 



the use of snappy down-field run- 
ning, but which leaves most of the 
work up to the linemen. 

The game started off with both 
tcanu showing freshness and good 
conditioning. As the squads were 
fairly evenly matched there was no 
major advance by cither side. With 
most plays ending in a gain of but 
two or three yards, there were only 
two first downs made during the 
<irst quarter. Both of these were 
registered by the Tigers, who seem- 
ed to be the first to set accustomed 
to that feeling of having their feet 
slide away from beneath them for 
no apparent reason. However, with 
passing apparently out of the ques- 
tion, the game resolved itself into a, 
plunging affair, with a few end 
nms Intermingled. 

Surprise Fiay. 

It was about halfway through the 
second quarter that the two siurprisc 
plays of the game were made, and 
they resulted in the only touch- 
down of the game. With the Panth- 
ers hugging their own 45-yard line, 
and their ball, Johnny Balloon 
caught a surprise pass from Alex 
Macrae, and ran it down to the 
Tigers' 40. With this reverse under 
their belts, the Tigers settled down, 
and stopped the Panthers dead in 
their traclcs for two downs. Then 
from the klclcing V-formation, Bal- 
lon paid Macrae baclc by passing 
him a forward, which Macrae ran 
around the end for a touchdown. 

The attempt at convert was un- 
successful and the score stood at 
S to 0 for the Panthers. The Tigers 
came back with a rush of plunges 
which netted them a total of forty- 
five yards, after they got the ball. 
Spurred on by Williams and Mc- 
Callum in the Uhird quarter, they 
threatened to score several times, 
unsuccessfully. The ball was by 
now very slippery, and fumbles 
could not help but occurring. A 
strong line charge would knock the 
ball out of the hands of the carrier. 
Jon Ballon, during this .time made 
two beautiful runs, alth6ugh they 
eventually availed his team noth- 
ing. 

In the final quarter the Panthers 
were swept back to their eight- 
yard line by some good kicking by 
Williams. Tliey were able, how- 
ever, to march down the field to 
the Tigers 25, and on the last play 
of the game, Jon Ballon kicked a 
rouge for the final point, making 
the score: Panthers 6, Tigers 0,

variations rounded out tlie piece. The 
Moonllgtit Sonata was rather disappointing, 
however. Though the first movement car* 
rled a glorious mellow singing tone, the 
second movement was treated merely as a 
link to the third,:, and in this way lost 
much ol its Intrinsic value.' Some oi the 
repeals were omitted, and instead of th.c 
even brilliancy which it requires Serlcin 
used a scries ot ovcrstressed accents. In 
the third movement, however, he Xound 
himsell again as a Beethoven player, which 
he is, first and Xorcmost;.tlie, rising surge 
o( the "presto agitato" sixtcenth-notes, the 
beautiful melody of Ihc second theme, and 
the final sweeping climax brousht him the 
applause which such performance Incvil* 
ably evokes. 

In the Schumann, as in the Mozart, 
Serkin demonstrated once more his trans- 
cendental musicianship, by making ot a set 
of variations a unified whole, which any 
musician will acknowledge to be a diffi- 
cult task. The Symphonic Studies were 
probably the best executed work on the 
program. And Scrkin's playing of them 
was, verily, symphonic, from the first bold 
statement of the romantic theme, forcefully 
sustained through the involutions of varl* 
ation treatment, down to tlie powerful 
square novelette-rhythms' of the twelfth 
Etude, Again, one might thinic, from the 
perfect aptness of the style, that Ihc pianist 
had played nothing but Schumann all his 
life. 



Skipping the unimportant Rondo Cap> 
prlcdoso which began the second half of 
the program, wo find Serkin again turning 
the piano into a full orchestra In the mar- 
velously modulated arpeggios and harmon- 
lus discords of Ravel's "Miroirs", and prov- 
ing that he can play in the modern idiom 
almost as well as in Beethoven's. However, 
in the Chopin etudes (including the "Revo* 
lutionary" etude, which was one of his * 
three encores) and in the A Flat Polonaise, 
his tone went a little flat, his forllsslmos 
lost their vividness, and the impression be- 
came one of just "Chopin-playing". 
, In general, however, by that infallible 
criterion' of the pianist— the control «f 
accenting— and by a musicianship which 
mal<cs one forget even the great virtuosity 
which is the expression of that musician- 
ship, all of us again recognized .on Monday 
night in Rudolph Serkin one of the great- 
est pianists of our century. I. AL

affect the economic life of the Dominion, bu' 
to link international cooperation with prosper- 
ity in Canada leaves much luisaid. Surely it 
is more important that cooperation between 
the nations ot the world would provide the 
basis for a stable and lasting peace. 

There has been little mention of the eco- 
nomic value of a stable and lasting peace, but 
surely, even through the eyes ot an economist, 
it would be a sound/: investment to maintain 
the peace, and thus avoid the gigantic expense, 



in. terms ot materials and human life, necessi- 
tated by a state of warfare. 

❖ ❖ ♦ 

Dr. James has also said that the economists' 
point of view nîlut be in contradiction to 
humanllarian ideals of certain groups in the 
matter of admitting refugees to this country. 
Tho economists' view," nonetheless favours "in- 
ternational cooperation". 

What does this international cooperation 
mean? Does it imply a council of nations, 
united in the sole purpose of furthering their 
own economic well-being, or docs it imply a 
group of nations, activated by humanitarian 
ideals, working together for the common good? 
Surely this represents the choice between the 
ways ot God and Baal. It is the responsibility 
ot the common man to determine jivhich path 
the leaders ot Canada and the other nations 
will follow. 

❖ * ❖ 
It seems to be well established that any- 
thing of any lasting value must be attained by 
the expenditure ot some definite and continued 
effort. Surely then, to attain the best— and 
only true— form of international cooperation 
will require the expenditure of a certain 
amount of filthy lucre, in spite of any protests 
by money-governed economists. 

.Such projects as the admission ot refugees 
would involve a certain amount ot monetary 
outlay by the Dominion Government. Ob- 
viously, any benefits that would accrue from 
such a scheme could be measured only in terms 
of human values, which seem, to one unversed 
in the complexities of the subject, to have no 
place in the theory and practice of economies 
at the present time.

The last of these rooms 
is a library complete with books 
and only about one half the size 
of the present Redpath Library. 
The reason for this is that in 
the other half of the room, 
there is a dance-hall and tele- 
vision set to accommodate the 
students. 

There are 25 name bands in 
the school, who play one week 
stands, playing from booth to 
booth. On the desk itself there 
arc numerous buttons. One of 
these is for a telephone and you 
may use it as you wish. There 
is another' button which sup- 
plies any of the needs ' that 
might arise such as First Aid, 
pencils, pens, chocolates, cor- 
sages for the next dance, ad 
infinitum. 

In the centre of the room 
forming a nucleus around which 
the booths are spread is a joint 
swimming pool in which the 
students . may splash to their 
heart's content. Then on the 
shore, for it has a sandy beach, 
there arc ultra-violet ray lamps 
by which the students may get 
a tan in any season of the year. 

>As class rooms are far-spaced, 
each student is given a detailed 
map with military objeclivea 
marked. At the beginning of the 
year, each pupil rents a car 



from the Superintendent to 
carry him from one class room 
to another, and at the end of 
each corridor stands a cop to 
direct the flow ot traffic.

"The scene was heart-breaking," 
she said, describing the terror of 
evacuees escaping from bomb-shat- 
tered Canton. 

"I saw wooden coffins laid out 
for use in one street Nearby was 
an old Chinese woman wandering 
up and down. She was sobbing. 
Her hair was strev/n. She seemed 
to have no conception of direction. 
Something probably had happened 
to 'her family. I never did find 
out But I recall it was a pitiful 
sight 

"Then, not far off," she a'dded, 
"there was an old gentleman rock- 
ing himself in a wicker' chair on 
his verandah. He was mute and ex- 
pressionless. It had been his habit 
In the old days to sit on his rocking 
chair and sit in tho sun. When 1 
saw him that day, ho was sunning 
himself as usual, but his house was 
half blown away." 

She recalled how she evacuated 
down the Canton River In a river 
boat "about (he size of the Han- 
lan's Point ferry." Meanwhile, her 
husband followed two days later in 
a tiny sampan boat Both escaped 
to French Indo-China, where Prof. 
Fortune continued his research ex- 
periments for one year. .In 1040, 
they left for America.

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JAP BOMBING OF CANTON 
DESORIBEDi^Bir^; 
TBINITV LECTURER

It was a listless summer day, and 
heat of the Orient hung oppressive 
over Lingnan Ùniveisity. Lecture 
rooms sounded to the drone ot lec- 
turers' voices and the scratching of 
fountain pens.- 

Suddenly a crash was heard, and 
class room .window panes began to 
shake in their frames. Professors 
and students sprang to class doors 
and raced down corridor and out- 
side to see. It had happened at last 
The Japanese planes were bombing 
the university. 

"They had dropped pamphlets two 
days before to warn us .wlut'they 
would do," said Mrs. Reo F. For- 
tune, new lecturer in French at 
Trinity iColIege, in an Interview 
yesterday, as she recalled the 1938 
bombing ot Lingnan University, 
near Canton in South China. ' 

"Bombing makes you feci tense, 
but not afraid," said Mrs. Fortune. 
"Whid from the planes is so great 
that you can feel the breeze on the 
back ot your neck. You hear the 
z-z-z-z-oom as the plane goes into 
its power-dive. Then you hear a 
crash as the bomb hits earth. 

"When wo were bombed," she 
said, "some people stayed insido 
campus buildings. Some ran for 
shelter to the basement of a four- 
story structure— one of tiie safest 
places. But usually the temptation 
was too great and most of us stood 
outside and watched. 

"Actually, the campus was left 
Imdamagcd. It was probabl:^ due 
to poor marksmanship. The only 
building struck, was hit by a dud 
bomb. After a while, the Jap planes 
rose in the air, chrcled and left in 
the direction of the nearby Kwang- 
tung HUls." ' 

At the time of the .bombing, Mrs. 
Fortune was living in a- campus 
residence with her husband, Prot 
Fortune, who was lecturing' at the 
university, and conducting re- 
search in anthropology. He has 
been a lecturer in the department 
of anthropology at the University 
ot Toronto for the past two yearA 

War or no war, students persist- 
ed in continuing their .studies, Mrs. 
Fortune said, describing how lec- 
tures went on for several months 
as enemy planes swooped over the 
campus.

A substitute for blood serum is 
believed to have been found by Dr. 
N. B. Taylor of the University of 
Toronto. Dr. Taylor has been work- 
ing for two years on this substance 
with his assistants Miss M. Moorc- 
house and Dr. E. T. Waters. The 
serum. Isinglass, is taken from the 
swim-bladders of a fish found on 
the Atlantic coast 

The process of isinglass Is cheap 
and there is an unlimited supply 
of crude materlat Dr. Taylor stated 
that this serum has not proven a 
complete substitute for blood. Up 
to the present time it was not pos- 
sible to obtain a large quantity of 
isinglass so that experimentation 
has been limited. ■ Connaught La- 
boratories are now beginning a 
large scale production under tlie 
supervision of Dr. G. W. McHenry. 
The greatest difficulty In intraven- 
ous injections has been to malnUIn 
the blood temperature but this ob- 
jection has been overcome by the 
use of isinglass. 

Dr. H. E. Pugsley and Dr. E. F. 
Farquharson of the General Hospi- 
tal have administered isinglass to a 
total of 61 persons. The serum was 
given to detect the occurrence ot 
temperature raising properties and 
in the treatment of bums, shock, 
and acute haemorrhage.
